Superintending School Committee, 


Year Ending March 18, 18838. 


District No. 1. 
Lyman BUSWELL, m : Committee. 


Miss Alice L. Anderson taught the summer term of the 
Primary. 

Owing to a crowded room, the school was somewhat noisy, 
and a portion of the pupils were careless and inattentive. 

The attendance was better the first half of the term than 
the last. The classification was excellent, and good results 
were accomplished in most of the studies. 

Miss Mary EK. Marcey taught the remaining twelve weeks of 
this school. Her quiet but determined way of managing the 
school was eminently successful. The methods of instruction 
were excellent, and the frequent use of blackboard and map 
made the progress much more rapid than otherwise. 

As in the former term, the school was well classified, and, 
with increased interest on the part of both parents and schol- 
ars, a steady improvement was made in all classes. 

The services of Miss A. S. Dudley were secured for the en- 
tire year inthe grammar school. 

Taking the classes from where they were left at the close of 
last year’s work, Miss Dudley continued her excellent meth- 
ods, making frequent reviews and drilling her pupils upon the 
principles of the work taken up, and only leaving them when 
every point was thoroughly mastered. Nearly all of the six 
hours allowed for school work was given to the English stud- 
ies, and almost as many outside of school hours to the classics. 
Work, work, work, was the teacher’s motto, and her enthusi- 
asm, aided by willing and obedient pupils, could not fail in. 
anything short of the most complete success, 
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The school was lengthened four weeks by subscription, mak~ 
ing twenty-seven weeks in all in this department. 


No. 2. 
W. E. Harris, - - Committee. 

Miss Annie L. Thayer taught the sammer term. ‘The or- 
der was excellent and the work thorough, while the attend- 
ance was quite poor. ‘Those pupils who were constant in 
their attendance made good progress, and have no reason to 
complain of the result of their work. 

Some dissatisfaction was manifested on account of the 
regulations of the school, but the fault was imaginary rather 
than real. 

Miss Grace D. Witt taught the fall term. The school 
well managed ; oral methods were practical in several classes 
with success, AM the general good feeling which existed between 
teacher and pupils helped to make a very pleasant and _profit- 
able term. 

Especial good work was done by some of the older pupils. 


No. 3. 
JOHN W. BaLpwin, - - Committee. 


Miss Bell E. Washburn, who taught in this district last 
year, had charge of the summer term. It was a thoroughly 
successful school, with good order, good lessons and good 
methods of recitation. 

Miss Clara B. Lufkin taught the winter term. The attend- 
ance was rather poor and while the text books were well 
learned, their practical applications were somewhat neglected. 
The classes in this. secbool excel in reading and penmanship ; 
are fair in arithmetic, while grammar is the questio vexata of 
the school. 

No. 4. 
DANIEL CLARK, - - Committee. 


Mrs. Nettie L. S. Johnson taught both terms, with only 
four pupils. 

Attendance was good, and as much interest shown as could 
be expected from so small a number. The scholars were quiet 
and studious, and the teacher ingenious in her methods to 
keep up an interest in the studies. It was a profitable school. 


No. 5. 
CRE. Gray. - - Commumittee. 


Miss Clara A. Gay taught the summer term, with five small 


i atte. 
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pupils. Although a novice in teaching, Miss Gay managed 
the school with a fair degree of skill, and the classes made 
good advancement. The “attendance was very good. 

Miss Spedie A. Clough, another novitiate in instr ucting the 


young idea in archery, had charge of the winter term.

In some branches the classes learned well. In reading, ge- 
ography and arithmetic the progress was fair, while in gram- 


mar quite as much was incorrectly learned as learned at all. 


No. 6. 
Mrs. Evua Sarsons, = = Committee. 


Miss Jennie C. Jameson taught both terms in this district. 

Although her first experience in teaching, Miss J. proved 
herself a faithful and efficient instructor for the school. There 
was a good amount of satisfactory work accomplished, and the 
long list of questions taught orally would have puzzled some 
older heads to remember. 

With the exception of scholars outside the district, the at- 
tendance was unusually good for No. 6. 


No. 8. 
M. W. GaASSETT, - - Committee. 


Miss Addie A. Fletcher taught during the summer. The 
school was well classified, although most of the pupils were 
quite small. There were some faults in pronunciation, but in 
general the school was quite successful. Good order was main- 
tained, and both maps and blackboard, were freely used in 
explanations. 

Miss Clara E. Whidden had charge of both fall and winter 
terms, and brought her acoustoiied: force and ardor into the 
work. 

Although there were many classes, yet none were neglected, 
and vigorous work was the order of the hour. An old-time 
habit of carelessness in little things was largely overcome, 
and, with the hearty co-operation of parents and pupils, No. 
8 closed with one of her most pleasant and profitable terms 
for many years. 


No. 9. 
W. O. Kemp, - - - Committee. 


Miss Mary L. Upton, who taught in the same district last 
year, was engaged for the summer term. All the scholars

were small, and were I to name a fault in method of instruc- 
tion, I should say that teaching orally was too'much neglected. 

Very good progress was made in the studies pursued, and 
the examination showed a fair result. 

Miss Belle E. Washburn taught the remaining two terms, 
and was as successful as in her former efforts in No. 3. 

Good methods, correct pronunciation, thorough drill, com- 
bined with pleasant manners and the necessary tact required 
in Managing an ungraded school, are elements that always as- 
sure success. The citizens in this district contribute the 
teacher’s board, and by so doing prolong their school several 
weeks every year, a fact that some of our small districts would 
do well to copy after. 

The attendance during the last term was almost perfect ; 
the lessons were well learned, and the general progress high- 
ly satisfactory. The citizens were united in their zeal, and 
manifested a healthy interest in the welfare of the school. 


No. 10. 
Js A. ALLEN, Vd Re; - - Committee. 


Miss Etta M. King had charge of this school during the en- 
tire school year. Although the school was not as quiet as 
some others in town, the progress was uniform and rapid, es- 
pecial good work being done in reading and arithmetic. Oral 
work was practiced, and rhetorical exercises were a part of the 
school work. 


No. 11. 
D. G. Osaoon, - - Committee. 


Miss Juliette A. Osgood taught the summer term. 

The teacher was faithful in her duties, and among the pupils 
who were constant in their attendance there was steady pro- 
egress and excellent results. 

A. little want of understanding on the part of a few of the 
scholars, with a want of punctuality in attendance, were 
sources of injury to the school. 

Mrs. Mary L. Upton taught the fall term of the primary 
school. There was hardly enough of military exactness in 
class drill and general management, and some old faults of 
mispronunciation were noticed. The lessons were quite well 
learned, and the examination showed a fair degree of advance- 
ment. 

Miss Mary E. Perkins taught the Grammar School in the 
fall. It was wellarranged in classes, with ample time for each. 
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The pupils studied for the most part outside the school- 
room, which, although a benefit to individual pupils, I now 
believe to have been injurious to the school as a whole. ) 

The teacher worked hard, and accomplished good results, as- 
the examination showed. 

Had all the pupils been as ready to sympathize as to criti- 
cise, the term would have been more pleasant, if not more 
profitable. 

Mr. Henry O. Hill taught the winter term, which was un- 
graded. 

Mr. Hill is a quiet, forcible, scholarly instructor, and his 
thorough mastery of the school was evinced by the amount of 
hard and willing work each pupil performed. 

There were no idlers in the school, and the final review was 
in every way satisfactory.

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Remarks and Suggestions. 


Another school year has closed, and if we have not accom- 
plished all we hoped one year ago, we certainly have taken 
no step backward. While the number of pupils enrolled re- 
mains about the same as last year, the attendance is better, 
and the classification and general management more uniform. 

Of the twenty-one teachers employed, five have taught the 
same school throughout the year, and two others have taught 
the same school for two consecutive terms. As was suggest- 
ed in the report last year, this is the highest evidence of a 
prosperous condition of our schools, and is very gratifying 
to your Superintendent. 

When we can reduce the number of teachers to equal the 
nnmber of schools, employing only the best, and allowing all 
others to find employment in some vocation more in ‘har- 
mony with their tastes and abilities, then we can boast that 
our schools are everything we can make them without a great- 
er expenditure of money. 

As has been the practice for the past few years, new maps, 
globes, reference books, and other apparatus, have been add- 
ed to the various schools where most needed, and so much 
success has attended my efforts in this line that I would urge 
the School Committees in other towns to make personal ap- 
peals to the different districts instead of wasting ink ‘in sug- 
gesting what should be done, in an annual report. 

The school registers have been properly filled in most cases, 
although some of the teachers still consider perfectly, accwrate 
answers unnecessary, and others find the directions in the 
register more incomprehensible than deciphering the hire- 
oglyphics on an Egyptian obelisk. | 

Our State Superintendent has felt obliged to severely criti- 
cise the condition of many of the schools in the smaller towns in 
New Hampshire, but if he will visit Acworth, I am sure we 
can convince him that at least one rural township is provided 
with good school-houses, well furnished with apparatus ; that 
our teachers are alive, our scholars bright and well advanced 
in practical knowledge of things as well as books, and _ our citi- 
zens justly proud of their common scbools.
